Included  in  the  reasons  why  Canton  is  con¬ 
sidered  an  “All  American  City"  (one  of  11  so 
designated),  is  mention  of  Canton’s  cultural 
development  with  the  following  reference  to 
the  Canton  Symphony:  "The  Canton  Sym¬ 
phony  Orchestra,  with  a  permanent  conductor 
(Louis  Lane)  is  developing  into  one  of  the 
midwest’s  outstanding  musical  organizations. 
It,  too,  pays  its  way.”

Notional  Federation  of 
Music  Clubs  Announces 
21st  Biennial  Young  Artist 
Auditions 

Competition  open  to  entronts  in  piano, 
voice,  violin  and  chomber  music 
ensembles. 

Terms  of  the  21st  Biennial  Young  Artist 
Auditions  of  the  National  Federation  of  Music 
Clubs,  which  will  climax  with  the  selection  of 
the  winners  during  the  Biennial  Convention 
of  the  organization,  April  20  to  30,  1955  are 
currently  announced.  Categories  in  which 
conteststants  may  compete  are  violin,  piano, 
voice  and  chamber  music  ensemble. 

A  guaranteed  award  for  the  winner  in  each 
of  the  four  classes  is  $1,000  in  cash,  or  if  the 
winner  prefers,  a  debut  recital  at  New  York’s 
Town  Hall.  In  addition,  NCAC  will  award  a 
managerial  contract  to  the  winner  in  either 
the  violin  or  chamber  music  clasification,  and 
the  voice  winner  is  guaranteed  an  audition  at 
the  Metropolitan  Opera. 

Auditions  are  open  to  native  or  naturalized 
citizens  of  the  U.  S.,  or  to  residents  of  other 
countries  residing  and  studying  here.  En¬ 
trants  to  the  piano  and  violin  classifications 
must  be  between  20  and  30  years  of  age  on 
March  15,  1955;  entrants  in  chamber  music 
groups  between  20  and  35  on  the  same  date, 
and  voice  entrants  between  23  and  35.  Special 
provisions  are  made  for  musicians  whose 
careers  have  been  interrupted  by  service  with 
the  armed  forces.

The  League  Talent  Pool  for  musicians  is  in 
full  operation  for  the  1954-55  season.  Over 
eighty  musicians  seeking  connections  with 
orchestras,  and  nearly  40  orchestras — major 
and  community — have  filed  listings  of  per¬ 
sonnel  needs. 

Men  and  women  seeking  combination 
playing-teaching  positions  lead  the  field. 
Nearly  half  the  applicants  are  prepared  to 
teach  in  private  or  public  schools,  colleges 
and  conservatories.  Many  are  qualified  to 
teach  subjects  outside  the  music  field. 

Office  worker-musicians  include  secretaries, 
accountants  and  bookkeepers.  Ten  applicants 
are  looking  for  sales  work.  Bank  clerk  appli¬ 
cants  include  two  women  violinists.  A  bass 
player  -  furrier,  trombonist  -  landscaping  gar¬ 
dener,  percussionist-choral  conductor,  violist- 
chemist,  oboist-instrument  repair  man,  per¬ 
cussionist-electronics  engineer,  flutist-music 
copyist  and  an  oboist  seeking  a  college  schol¬ 
arship  are  among  the  applicants. 

Information  on  openings  and  available  per¬ 
sonnel  is  transmitted  between  orchestras  and 
musicians  by  the  League  office.  From  that 
point  on,  responsibility  for  interviews  and 
auditions  rests  upon  the  individuals  and  or¬ 
ganizations.  The  League  does  not  serve  as  a 
qualifying  agency. 

League  affiliated  orchestras  are  eligible  for 
the  Talent  Pool  service  upon  filing  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  their  personnel  needs.  Musi¬ 
cians  are  eligible  for  the  service  upon  affili¬ 
ating  with  the  League  as  individual  members 
(dues  $5.00  per  year),  or  by  payment  of  the 
$2.00  annual  Talent  Pool  registration  fee. 
Inquiries  concerning  the  service  should  be 
sent  to  the  League  office.

League  National 
Conventions 

This  little  piece  is,  in  reality,  useless.  If 
you’ve  never  attended  a  League  national  con¬ 
vention,  you  won’t  believe  it’s  as  delightful, 
as  much  fun,  as  interesting,  as  informative 
and  as  exciting  as  delegates  make  out.  If  you 
have  attended  a  convention,  these  remarks 
are  superfluous,  anyway. 

League  conventions  have  a  special  some¬ 
thing,  perhaps  best  described  in  terms  of  sin¬ 
cere  friendliness  and  geniality,  mutual  appre¬ 
ciation  for  the  efforts  of  all  orchestras  regard¬ 
less  of  size  of  their  operations  or  home  cities, 
serious  concern  for  each  other’s  problems  and 
an  eagerness  to  learn  of  new,  different  and 
better  ways  to  approach  and  solve  orchestra 
problems. 

League  conventions  are  hard  working  af¬ 
fairs,  but  with  a  strange  joyousness  pervading 
the  whole  operation.  One  conductor  claims 
he  depends  on  the  annual  convention  for  a 
sufficient  shot-in-the-arm  of  enthusiasm,  and 
faith  in  music  and  orchestras  to  carry  him 
through  to  the  next  convention.  “I  just 
couldn’t  stand  it  to  miss  one,”  he  adds. 

Each  year,  the  League  executive  board  tries 
to  take  into  account  delegate’s  suggestions 
and  recommendations  for  changes  and  adjust¬ 
ments. 

To  wit: 

"There  are  too  many  meetings  going  on  at  the 
same  time.  We  can’t  take  them  all  in!” 

Sorry,  ’out  it’s  true — and  apparently  inevit¬ 
able,  with  the  growth  in  League  membership 
and  the  multiplicity  of  interests  and  work  in¬ 
volved  in  symphony  orchestras. 

We  have  suggestions: 

(1)  See  to  it  that  enough  people  come  from 
your  orchestra  so  that  with  your  combined 
forces  you  can  cover  the  entire  convention. 

(2)  Carefully  study  the  program  and  attend 
those  things  in  which  you  and  your  orchestra 
are  most  interested. 

(3)  Be  sure  and  attend  the  Saturday  after¬ 
noon  session  in  which  the  activities  of  the 
various  workshops  will  be  reviewed  and  dis¬ 
cussed. 

“There's  no  free  time  in  which  to  just  visit 
with  other  people  and  look  at  exhibits.” 

Aha!  Look  at  this  year’s  schedule!  First  of 
all,  breakfast,  luncheon  and  dinner  hours 
have  been  left  almost  completely  free.  Second, 
part  of  Friday  afternoon  is  left  unscheduled. 
Now,  plan  you  “visiting”  time  accordingly. 

“Why  June  conventions?  The  weather  is  al¬ 
ways  too  hot!” 

Well,  it  usually  is,  but  we  are  advised  that 
June  conventions  enable  ■<nore  people  to  come 
than  would  conventions  scheduled  at  any  oth¬ 
er  time  of  the  year.  The  Springfield  Sym¬ 
phony  delegation  has  promised  to  intercede 
with  the  weather  man,  and  practically  all 
meeting  rooms  in  the  Shawnee  Hotel  will  be 
air-conditioned.  (Better  bring  some  hot 
weather  clothes,  though — just  in  case.) 

Can  we  count  on  our  room  reservations,  this 
year?” 

We’re  sure  you  can.  The  Springfield  Sym¬ 
phony  staff  has  worked  out  a  fine  reservation 
routine  with  the  Springfield  hotels  and  motels.

Cedar  Rapids  Women’s  Committee.  Mrs. 
James  Skinner,  President. 

In  February,  1954,  the  Cedar  Rapids  Wom¬ 
en’s  Committee  uas  only  an  idea  discussed  by 
fifteen  women  in  the  living  room  of  Mrs. 
James  Skinner.  By  March  10,  the  Committee 
existed  and  had  a  membership  of  45.  They 
were  entertained  at  a  luncheon  and  tea  in  the 
home  of  Mrs.  Henry  Denecke,  flutist  wife  of 
the  orchestra’s  conductor,  and  set  a  member¬ 
ship  goal  of  500  by  early  April. 

On  March  31,  the  committee  held  a 
“brunch”  at  the  Cedar  Rapids  Country  Club 
and  reported  a  total  Committee  membership 
of  448. 

How  did  they  do  it?  First  of  all,  the  start¬ 
ing  group  of  15  believed  in  the  symphony  and 
they  talked  to  other  women  about  the  orches¬ 
tra,  its  needs  and  joys.  In  turn,  the  next 
group  of  45  caught  the  enthusiasm  2md  they 
became  recruiters. 

A  very  attractive  and  simple  printed 
brochure  on  the  Women’s  Committee  helped 
carry  the  word.  A  single  sheet  8”  x  9”, 
folded  to  form  a  four  page  booklet,  the 
brochure  gives  the  following  information: 

"Who  may  join?  Any  woman  who  wishes 
to  support  the  purpose  of  the  committee  is 
not  only  eligible  but  welcome. 

The  Committee’s  Purpose:  To  stimulate 
interest  in  and  to  encourage  support  of  the 
orchestra. 

Dues;  $1.00  annually  which  goes  to  the 
support  of  the  Cedar  Rapids  Symphony  Or- 
chesti'a. 

Duties:  Loyal  support  and  interest  in  the 
orchestra.  If  she  has  time;  volunteer  help  in 
general  office  work,  telephoning,  speakers 
bureau  and  speci^ll  projecte. 

Privileges:  Invitation  to  a  rehearsal  of  the 
full  symphony  orchestra.  Spring  annual 
luncheon  meeting.

Cincinnati  Symphony  Women’s  Committee. 
Mrs.  William  E.  Griess,  President. 

The  first  Symphony  Ball  in  Cincinnati  was 
judged  a  “very  real  success.”  Presented  by 
the  Women’s  Committee  in  the  marbled  foyer 
of  the  Cincinnati  Art  Museum,  the  locale  itself 
suggested  a  Grecian  Theme.  A  reproduction 
of  a  golden  classical  lyre  was  suspended  from 
the  ceiling.  Huge  clusters  of  golden  fruit, 
leaves  and  swags  were  garlanded  around  pil¬ 
lars  and  balcony  railings.  Supper  tables  were 
decorated  with  miniature  golden  lyres  and 
fruit  arrangements. 

The  Cincinnati  Women’s  Committee  num¬ 
bers  1,200  members.  Though  its  main  function 
is  the  annual  season  subscription  campaign,  it 
maintains  26  other  committees  for  handling 


promotional  and  educational  projects.  The 
Committee  presented  watches  to  four  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  orchestra  this  spring  in  recogni¬ 
tion  of  their  long  years  of  service.

Decoration  ideas!  The  Association  held  its 
annual  meeting  May  18 — a  spring  luncheon 
with  clever  and  sparkling  table  decorations. 
Five  strips  of  narrow  paper  ribbon  (the  kind 
you  tie  packages  with)  were  stretched  the 
length  of  each  table  to  form  a  music 
staff.  Colored  paper  musical  notes  were 
placed  on  the  staff,  and  a  single  small  flower 
(real)  was  placed  on  each  note. 

Favors  at  each  of  the  nearly  150  place  set¬ 
tings  sparkled  and  glowed,  and  at  first  glance 
appeared  to  be  costly,  sequined  cigarette 
cases.  Actually,  the  favors  were  two  penny- 
match  boxes,  pasted  together  broadside,  with 
a  piece  of  colored  cardboard  3  1-4”  x  2  1-2” 
pasted  on  top  and  bottom.  Black  felt  musical 
notes  with  powdered  sparkle  decorations 
were  pasted  on  the  top,  cind  brass  paper  fas¬ 
teners  were  stuck  in  the  ends  of  the  match 
boxes — forming  miniature  drawer  pulls. 

Reports  of  the  many  active  divisions  of  the 
new  Womens  Committee  and  plans  for  the 
Viennese  Ball  (May  22)  were  presented.  Mrs. 
Helen  M.  Thompson,  League  executive  secre¬ 
tary  was  guest  speaker  at  the  luncheon.

The  Abilene  Youth  Symphony  was  founded 
this  season  by  Julius  Hegyi,  conductor  of  the 
Abilene  Symphony.  The  fourth  rehearsal  of 
the  group  was  preceded  by  a  short  social 
period  enabling  the  young  players  to  get 
acquainted  with  each  other  before  electing 
officers  and  writing  the  constitution.

Phoenix  Youth  Orchestra — In  October,  1952. 
a  group  of  civic  and  music  education  leaders 
met  with  Dr.  Leslie  Hodge,  conductor  of  the 
Phoenix  Symphony,  and  the  Youth  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Phoenix  Symphony  Guild  to  for¬ 
mulate  plans  for  a  Youth  Orchestra.  Six 
weeks  later  a  full  orchestra  of  young  pieople 
from  22  schools  and  7  Arizona  towns  began 
regular  rehearsals  with  Dr.  Hodge.  The  first 
season  of  the  group  include  four  concerts  in 
other  cities  and  2  Phoenix  performances. 

Now  beyond  the  experimental  stage  and 
established  as  a  major  Symphony  Guild  proj¬ 
ect,  the  success  of  the  95-piece  orchestra 
proves  that  community  and  schools  can  work 
together  harmoniously  in  undertakings  of  this 
kind.  The  Phoenix  Union  High  School  system 
has  shown  its  interest  and  cooperative  spirit 
by  providing  a  hall  for  the  rehearsals  each 
Saturday  morning  from  8:30  to  11:15.  Four 
members  of  the  Phoenix  Symphony  assist  Dr. 
Hodge  with  sectional  rehearsals  and  give  the 
boys  and  girls  specialized  training  in  orches- 
ral  work. 

The  Youth  Committee  of  the  Phoenix  Sym¬ 
phony  Guild  is  directly  responsible  for  all 
activities,  and  the  Symphony  Guild  has  as¬ 
sumed  financial  sponsorship  of  the  orchestra 
from  the  very  beginning. 

Membership  in  the  group  is  by  audition, 
and  auditions  are  open  to  any  child  in 
Arizona  between  the  ages  of  12  and  20.  (Dne 
of  the  chief  aims  of  the  orchestra  is  that  it 
may  serve  as  a  spring  board  or  training  group 
for  the  Phoenix  Symphony  itself.  Already 
three  members  occupy  chairs  in  the  latter 
group. 

The  current  season  began  with  auditions  in 
September  1953  and  rehearsals  were  started 
on  October  3d  in  preparation  for  a  concert  on 
November  6,  when  the  orchestra  traveled  to 
Tucson  to  appear  before  4500  members  of  the 
Arizona  Educators  Association  in  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Arizona  auditorium. 

Dr.  Hodge  and  the  Youth  Symphony  were 
invited  to  present  a  full  concert  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Sunnyslope  (Ariz.)  Con¬ 
cert  Association  in  January  1954.  The  season 
will  continue  with  several  out-of-town  and 
local  concerts. 

The  Phoenix  Symphony  Guild  feels  that 
this  orchestra  has  won  a  definite  and  im¬ 
portant  place  in  the  musical  life  of  Phoenix 
and  Arizona. 


Oak  Park  -  River  Forest  Symphony,  Ill.

The  Allentown  Symphony  Association  ex¬ 
ecutive  board  and  its  campaign  techniques 
work — at  least  in  Allentown,  Pa.  Sold  out 
houses,  and  successful  maintenance  fund  cam¬ 
paigns  have  come  to  be  the  accustomed  things. 
This  is  how  they  do  it! 

1.  Early  spring:  A  New  York  party  is  held 
for  the  first  100  contributors  requesting  tickets. 
The  orchestra  obtains  a  block  of  100  tickets 
for  a  broadcast  of  The  Telephone  Hour  in 
Carnegie  Hall.  (Donald  Voorhees  is  con¬ 
ductor  of  the  Allentown  Symphony  and  The 
Telephone  Hour.)  the  entire  group  meets  to¬ 
gether — Dutch  treat — for  cocktails  and  dinner 
at  one  of  the  restaurants  in  the  57th  street 
section  of  New  York,  then  goes  to  the  broad¬ 
cast.  After  the  broadcast,  there  is  a  Dutch 
treat  party  in  the  Carnegie  Hall  bar  with  the 
Telephone  Hour  guest  stars  and  Mr.  Voorhees. 

2.  Two  weeks  later:  A  letter  is  issued  to  all 
contributors  asking  for  a  voluntary  mail  re¬ 
sponse  for  the  new  season.  “And  we  get  it", 
reports  Miss  Virginia  Wartman,  Allentown 
Symphony  Secretary.  “The  response  is  terrific 
— to  that  one  letter." 

3.  Men's  Maintenance  Fund  Committee 
starts  to  work  in  May.  This  is  a  permanent 
committee  of  25  members  with  necessary  ad¬ 
ditions  each  year  to  keep  the  number  up  to  25. 
The  kick  off  meeting  is  a  desert  and  coffee 
affair  at  a  downtown  club.  The  men  can 
come  early,  pick  up  their  old  and  new  pros¬ 
pect  cards  and  kits  of  information  AND 
LEAVE  EARLY. 

The  Allentown  Symphony  maintenance  fund 
campaign  is  a  leisurely  affair,  with  not  much 
needling  of  the  workers.  The  first  report 
meeting  is  a  cocktail  party  in  about  two 
weeks,  given  by  one  of  the  members  of  the 
orchestra  executive  board.  Three  of  these 
report  parties,  at  two  week  intervals,  and 
then  comes  the  annual  Shrimp  Dinner  in  July. 

The  Shrimp  Dinner  has  become  famous, 
and  is  the  only  campaign  social  event  paid 
for  (and  only  partially)  by  the  Association. 
The  dinner  is  held  in  the  yard  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation's  president.  The  menu  is  always  the 
same — Manhattans,  devilled  eggs,  shrimp — 
steamed  and  served  in  the  shells,  tossed  salad, 
garlic  bread,  beer  and  watermellon. 

The  wives  of  the  Maintenance  Fund  Com¬ 
mittee  not  only  serve  the  meal,  but  provide 
the  salads  and  devilled  eggs.  The  bread  also 
IS  contributed  and  the  Association  purchases 
the  rest  of  the  food. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Shrimp  Dinner  has  become 
so  popular,  the  Association  invites,  in  addition 
to  the  Maintenance  Fund  Committee,  the  As¬ 
sociation's  executive  board,  large  contributors 
and  other  guests — bringing  the  total  number 
of  persons  up  to  about  a  hundred. 

By  the  end  of  the  summer,  most  of  the 
maintenance  funds  usually  are  in.  ($11,000 
out  of  a  $13,000  goal  last  summer).  The  wind¬ 
up  party  is  likely  to  be  a  swimming  party. 
If  any  cards  remain  unworked  by  this  time, 
the  Association  Board  cleans  them  up. 

4.  Ticket  Sales — Women's  Committee  re¬ 
sponsibility. 

The  Committee  totals  125  members,  is 
divided  into  12  subcommittees  of  10  members 
each.  Originally,  the  ticket  campaign  started 
off  with  an  early  fall  tea,  but  now  there  is 
such  a  demand  for  symphony  tickets  that 
sales  are  transacted  in  a  sort  of  pre-campaign 
ticket  stampede,  and  the  “Campaign  Tea” 
has  turned  into  a  victory  celebration.  Last 
year,  a  single  mailing  piece  was  sent  out  early 
in  the  summer  and  by  July  18,  the  house  was 
sold  out. 

The  Golden  Clef  club  consists  of  all  Wo¬ 
men’s  Committee  Members  selling  10  tickets. 
Each  is  awarded  a  little  golden  clef  pin  de¬ 
signed  by  SWANK.  Each  woman  selling  20

Thomas  Schermon  To  Continue 
Composer's  Open  House  Next  Season 

Thomas  Scherman.  Conductor  of  The  Little 
Orchestra  Society,  New  York  City,  found  the 
results  of  his  first  season’s  open  house  ses¬ 
sions  for  composers  so  rewarding  that  he 
will  continue  the  policy  next  season. 

Mr.  Schennan  saw  200  scores  from  seventy 
composers — ten  women  and  sixty  men — and 
found  the  composers  provided  an  excellent 
cross-section  of  American  music  giving  him 
a  much  broader  base  from  which  to  draw 
contemporary  works. 

Mr.  Scherman  said  the  works  submitted 
showed  no  prevailing  trend,  such  as  an  Amer¬ 
ican  idiom;  the  average  age  of  the  composers 


was  about  forty.  One  of  them  was  a  talented 
twenty-four  year  old  composer  who  had 
maiored  in  composition  in  school.  With  a 
wife  and  child  to  support,  he  works  as  a  shoe 
salesman  and  writes  his  music  on  evenings 
and  week-ends. 

'The  format  for  next  season’s  Open-House 
will  be  the  same.  The  composer  may  choose 
the  number  and  types  of  works  he  wishes  to 
present  and  offer  his  music  as  he  desires,  in 
manuscript,  on  record  or  through  personal 
performance  on  an  instrument.  If  the  score 
alone  is  presented,  Mr.  Scherman  will  go  over 
it  at  the  piano  with  the  composer. 

Approximately  one  hour  is  given  to  each 
composer — “like  a  psychiatrist,  only  I  offer 
them  a  piano  instead  of  a  couch,”  Scherman 
conclude.

tickets  is  awarded  an  autographed  glossy 
picture  of  one  of  the  nationally  famous  guest 
artists  appearing  with  the  orchestra. 

The  Allentown  Symphony  Association  feels 
the  success  of  its  operation  has  been  due  to 
many  things;  first,  a  good  orchestra  and  a 
fine  conductor;  second,  a  sincere  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  Association  to  see  to  it  that 
workers  for  and  with  the  orchestra  have  per¬ 
sonal  pleasure  in  the  job  as  well  as  a  feeling 
of  satisfaction  in  supporting  a  sound  musical 
institution. 

Third,  the  base  of  support  has  been  widened 
constantly — both  as  to  contributors  and  ticket 
purchasers.  In  the  orchestra’s  first  season, 
contributions  from  156  persons  and  organiza¬ 
tions  totalled  $9,000.  The  second  season,  300 
contributions  totaled  $11,000.  Of  those  300 
contributors,  287  were  “repeaters”  for  the 
following  year.  There  are  a  few  $500  contri¬ 
butors,  a  good  backlog  of  $100  contributors 
and  the  rest  fall  in  the  $50  and  $25  classifica¬ 
tions.

The  visiting  conductors 
will  attend  all  rehearsals  and  concerts  of  the 
Cleveland  Orchestra  and  Cleveland  OrchestRi 
Chorus,  and  wHl  meet  with  the  orchestra’s 
section  heads  and  administrative  personnel. 

Selectees  will  be  held  responsible  for  prep¬ 
aration  of  a  pre-established  curriculum  in  the 
same  manner  as  was  followed  in  the  past 
season’s  Workshop.
